La.dies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Rerort  on  the  work  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  for  the  year  1959 • 

Over  six  million  tons  of  shipping  entered  the  port  during  the  3^ear,  an 
increase  of  over  half  a million  tons  on  the  figure  for  195S. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  landed  is  also  /-ecorded  and 
includes  an  increase  in  the  number  of  aliens  landed  and  medically  examined. 

58  cases  of  infectious  or  suspected  infectious  disease  involving  32  ships 
were  dealt  with  on  arrival.  There  were  however,  no  cases  of  quarantinable  disease. 
Inspection  of  ships  during  the  year  showed  that  in  only  one  instance  were  sanitary 
conditions  found  prejudicial  to  health.  This  was  a case  of  several  major  defects  in 
a foreign  vessel  in  harbour  for  emergency  repairs  follov^ing  collision.  All  the  defects 
could  not  be  remedied  before  the  vessel  sailed  and  the  owners  undertook  to  remedy 
these  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Smoke  nuisance  from  vessels  wa.s  of  relatively  infrequent  occurrence  follov;- 
ing  the  issue  of  warnings  in  one  or  two  instances  for  repeated  infringement  of  the 
Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  by  ships  regularly  using  the  harbour. 

Imports  of  various  foodstuffs  during  the  year  amounted  to  over  40)000  tons; 

60  tons  llcwt.  were  condemned  as  unfit,  the  bulk  of  which  was  derived  from  one  con- 
signment of  potatoes.  Irregularities  concerning  official  certificates  in  respect  of 
imported  meat  or  meat  products  noted  in  previous  years  were  not  encountered  during  the 
year  under  review. 

I have  to  thank  H.f,:.  Customs  and  Immigration  Authorities  and  other  Depart- 
ments associated  with  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  at  all  times  throughout  the  year.

Trade  of  port  consists  chiefly  of  cross-channel  traffic,  vessels  of  which 
are  subjected  to  half-yearly  routine  inspections  in  connection  with  the  issue  of  the 
necessary  certificates  under  Regulation  1 9 of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations, 
1 952. 


Additionally,  any  evidence  of  the  presence  of  rodents  on  board  occurring 
in  the  interval  would  be  iTJuediately  reported  by  the  British  Railways  Authority. 

Other  vessels  entering  the  port  are  subjected  to  routine  inspection  by  the 
Port  Health  Inspectors.
